Police arrested Randy 
Copcnhavcr. 19, of Ridge Road, 
Duisburg on Monday in 
connccuon with a string of purse 
snatchings in the town of Venice, 
California 

Copcnhavcr had previously 
pleaded guilty in York County 
court to holding up a 
convenience store at gunpoint in 
Fairvicw Township, York 
County, and was to be sentenced 
early this month. 

Copcnhavcr failed to show 
up for the court date, and he and 
his 16-ycar-old girlfriend and 
baby, fled to California. 

Me is currently in jail 
awaiting extradition by York 


County authontics. 

Copcnhavcr was first 
arrested just four hours after he 
and his 18 year old partner, Josh 
McClcam, also of Dillsburg, 
held up the Uni-Man in Fairvicw 
Township on April 3rd of this 
year According to police, the 
pair was armed with a 12 ga. 
semi-automatic shotgun and a 
22 rifle. 

Dillsburg police spotted 
them, one at a time, just 15 
minutes apari, in their cars 
parked near the Dillsburg Police 
Station. 

According to police, the two 
had spent most of the $450
